Economist a 
Saint or Sinner? 


Third in a series of 13 faculty 
lecturers, Karl Bengston, Dean 
of Admissions will speak on “John 
Maynard Keynes: Saint or Sinner” 
Rm. 12 of Merrill Hall October 
19, 8 o'clock. 

Keynes, a British Economist has 
a tremendous influence on the

United: States. Keynes was a pro- 
fessor of economics at Kings Col- 
lege at Cambridge University in 
England. During World War II, 
he was a member of the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer’s consulta- 
tive council and director of the 
Bank of England. 

Mr. Bengston explained how 
Keynesian economy came to be 
accepted in the United Etates. 

“In 1932 with one-third of the 
labor force in the United States 
unemployed our economic system 
was in serious trouble. The classi- 
cal economists had little to offer 
but the communists were positive 
their plan would solve our prob- 
lems. Keynes offered some ideas 
which seemed to offer a_ third 
choice. 

Lord Keynes came to be. regard- 
ed as the leading critic of ortho- 
dox economics. In his hands econ- 
omics was less a descriptive sci- 
ence defending the status quo. 

Author Keynes wrote many 
books, his most important work 
being “the General Theory of 
Employment, Interest and Mon- 
ey”. In this presentation: he at- 
tempts to show that the achieve- 
ment of full employment, is not 
likely to be accomplished by an 
automatic mechanism, but rather 
by the deliberate encouragement 
of investment, low interest’ rates 
and public investment as well as 
by the stimulation of consump- 
tion through the reduction of 
savings. 

Bengston will explain the eco- 
nomic theory of John Maynard 
Keynes. .He stated the tax cut by 
the administration last spring 
was a form of Keynes economics. 
According to Bengston, “People 
usually react to the name of 
Keynes by thinking in terms of 
government spending”.

Prop. 14 


Proposition 14,*the fair housing 
initiative on the Nov. 3 ballot in 
California, will be debated Thurs- 
day noon in the Hartnell Student 
Union Hall. 

Speaking in favor of Proposi- 
tion 14 will, be Steve Sutherland. 
Speaking against it will be Jack 
Horwitz. Each of the debators 
will have 15 minutes to speak and 
a 30 minute discussion will follow 
the debate. 

Proposition 14 amends the Cali- 
fornia Constitution to prohibit 
the State, its agencies, and local 
governments from placing limita- 
tions on a person’s right to refuse 
to, sell or rent his residential 
property to another person. De- 
fines “person” as individual, part- 
nerships, corporations and_ their 
agents and representatives. Neith- 
er the state nor its subdivisions 
may limit the right of any person 
to decline to sell, lease or rent his 
property to such person or per- 
sons as he in his absolute discre- 


tive are as’ follows: 

1. Appropriately places a basic 
guarantee in the California Con- 
stitution. 

2. Recognizes that human right 
rand property rights are insepar- 
able. 

3. Affects the laws of contract 
only by. restoring freedom of con- 
sent to both parties. 

4. Restores individual responsi- 
bility and removes Government 
Pressure.
